Bill of Exceptions. 

Be it remembered that in the above entitled cause the defendant, 
Svend Aage Aarsleff, on the 5th day of April, 1919, appeared in 
said Court before the Honorable Robert Hardison, one of the Judges 
of said Court. 

Thereupon counsel for the District of Columbia stated in open 
court to said Judge, who was then and there presiding therein, that 
the acts and things which the defendant was charged in said informa¬ 
tion to constitute a violation of Paragraph 29 of the Act of fcongress 
of Julv 1st, 1902, were identical in nature and kind with'the acts 
and things which one John K. Lynch was charges with having com¬ 
mitted at another time in and by a previous information presented 
to the Court and which information contained a citation of all acts 
and things relied upon by the District of Columbia as constituting a 
violation of the aforesaid Act of Congress and which, by agreement 
of counsel for the aforesaid defendant and counsel for thd District 
of Columbia, the Court accepted as an agreed statement of facts, and 
thereupon declared the said John K. Lynch not guilty land dis¬ 
charged him, and that the rights and questions involved in said 
former information and determined therein were the identical rights 
and questions now sought to be put in issue by the present [informa¬ 
tion, and every matter and question of fact and law that was consid¬ 
ered and determined in said former case would be involved in trial 
of the defendant under the present information, excepting bnly that 
the acts charged in the present information were subsequent 
6 in point of time to those involved in said former jtrial. 

Thereupon the Court then and there quashed saidj informa¬ 
tion and discharged said defendant upon the ground that a$ a matter 
of law, the facts set forth in the information in this cause did not 
constitute a violation of said Act of Congress. 
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To which ruling of the Court in quashing said information — for 
the District of Columbia then and there excepted and then and there 
in open court caused to be made a note of his intention to apply to a 
Justice of the Court of Appeals of the District of Columbia for a 
writ of error; and said exception was duly allowed and noted by the 
Court. 

«• The District of Columbia, by its counsel, therefore, prays the Court 
to settle, sign and seal this, its bill of exceptions, and make the same 
a part of the record ther-in, so that the matters aforesaid may be re¬ 
viewed on appeal, which is accordingly done, now for then, this 8th 
dav of April, 1919.
